The time cheque given by the time- 
keeper at the construction camp states 
the name of the workmen, number of 
days and total wages, less $1.00 for 
hospital, less amount purehased at 
store and less 26 cents for mall. This 
returning homesteader could not get 
his time cheque cashed at Edyon.- At 
that time all time cheques of Foley, 
Welsh & Stewart had to be presented 
at Wolf Creek or Edmonton, where 
they were exchanged for bank 
) cheques, But there is no bank at 
Wolt Creek, so the man must return 
to Edson, where there js a branch of 
the Merchants’ Bank. Train agents, 
merchants, restaurants and stopping 
places dare not cash thase time 
cheques, tor fear they are not wortn 
face value. 

So often the hoider of a valuable 
time cheque has difficulty in secur- 
ing transportation, meals or bed 
while travelling to a point where he 
can get his cheques cashed. While 
he, worked he earned money by the 
hour, but while he walks along the 
track he has bo money, though hay- 
ing a time cheque 
wages in his pocket. ‘
